Ex-Minister Barrett Chaines the In­ 


surrection to Senator Hoar, 


UIS SPEECH DID IT. 


Jfr. Barrett Says .Mr. Hoar’s 
Antiex­ 
pansion Speech Was Telegraphed 
to Kong Kong and Incited 
tile Filipinos to Bar.

Chicago. Jan. 15.—John Barrett, ex- 
minister to Siam, for the First time pub­ 
licly named Senator Hoar Saturday 
night at Lake Forest university as tho 
United States Senator whose antiexpan­ 
sion speech was cabled to Hong Kong 
and subsequently put in th - hands of 
the Filipino soldiers, canning, as Mr 
Barrett believed, the open insurrection. 
Frequently this speech and its pre­ 
sumed effect have been mentioned, and 
the reading public bae connected the 
name of Senator Hoer with it, and it is 
probable that Mr. Barrett would not 
have used the lawmaker’s name on this 
occasion had lie not been facing an au­ 
dience known to be largely hostile to the 
administration’s policy in the oriental 
islands. 
It appeared further from the ex-m in­ 
ister’s speech that the government has 
discovered 
privately the 
stages 
by 
which the antiexpansion address reach­ 
ed Luzon. 
There was much interest in the recep­ 
tion Mr. Barrett’s speech would meet. 
At the close of the meeting he wa* 
cheered aud the audience of several 
hundred waited in line to shake hands 
with him. 
In the course of his address, which was 
on the general subject of the “Philip­ 
pines,” the speaker said it had been dis­ 
covered in the government investigation, 
that Hoar’s speech was cabled in cipher 
and in fragments to Paris, where it was 
put together and fowarded to Hong 
Kong. 
Mr. Barrett said the speech was shown 
him at Hong Kong by the president of 
the Filipino junta there who sent it to 
the Filipinos at Manila, where it was 
published and distributed over 
the 
islands.

He poked his revolver into the 
solicitor’s face with the command not 
to make an alarm and forced him into 
the restaurant, where all the others still 
stood with upstretched arms. 
At this instant the robber darted down 
a nearby alley and disappeared. Hardly 
more than five minutes was consumed 
at both jobs and the robber had plenty 
of time to get away before the scared 
victims had recovered composure.
